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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: An election of species requirement does not 
specify that all species contained therein are distinct, but that there are species within the genus that are distinct. It is noted that the 
claims are drawn to a generic formula which encompasses various chemical compounds, a R1 can be a bond, a phenyl group or a 
heterocyclic group. Clearly, distinctness is present between a heterocyclic compound and a non-heterocyclic compound However same 
compounds in which H is substituted for methyl may not be distinct. Also, the assertion that the prosecution history of Coenen supports 
patentability is not seen. It is the teaching of Coenen which is being used to show the equivalence of tyrosine and methyl tyrosine and 
this teaching (the application of said patent) could not be used against itself during the prosecution. Also, additional (imitations are 
present in the Coenen claim, which recites "substantially pure" Additionally,, the rejection is also in view of Tomiyoshi. The art has 
advanced in this area, and a showing of allowability in prosecution years previously may not be pertinent in a more recently filed 
application. 
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
